Said the Chicago ribune: 

‘,Mr. Roosevelt's dangerous 
a,mbition always to do what no 
offtier J'resident ever did and to 
be Hie map ,vvh n shakes the 
world led him to meet Mr 
Churchill. There he the head of 
a nation which is not at war, 
and the head of an Empire 
which is at war. signed their 
fiame/s—as if both countries not 
only were fighting side by side 
but saw their wav to victory.
